‘Union Transportation Of- 


ficials To Await Out- 
come of Peace Efforts.

A sympathy strike by Chicago's 19,- 
000 transportation workers was ipn- 
definitely deferred Thutsday ‘when 
union officials decided to take no ac- 
tion pending mediation of the bus 
drivers’ walkout, 

The executive board of the Amal- 
gamated Association of S*treet and 


Electric Railway Employes, meeting 
in Detroit, preferred to wait upon 
government conciliators now trying 
to reconcile striking union bus chauf- 
feurs and their employers. The surface 
car and elevated trainmen had _ sug- 
gested that the board authorize them 
to strike in sympathy with the bus- 
men, 

Until the conciliators sueceed, or 
quit, the board said it would take no 
further action. The arbiters continued 
to hunt for some terms acceptable to 
the Motor Coach Company and the 
men, with the company contending 
that only 67 of its drivers were on 
strike. Bus service continued on nor- 
mal schedule. 

No peace overtures came from either 
side in the impending textile strike. 
Union leaders declared they expected 
the strike to take place and perfected 
their plans. 

Striking employes of the Aluminum 
Company of America, angered by the 
company’s refusal to accept govern- 
ment negotiations of the dispute, said 
that hereafter “responsibility for any 
consequences” rests on the manage- 
ment. 

Work was resumed on all Milwau- 
kee county relief projects, with police 
and deputies on hand to prevent more 
violence,

TO VETO ALL BILL 
INCREASING TAXES 


Governor Speaks Before 
Great Crowd at Man- 
chester Promising To 
Keep Down Utility Rates

MANCHESTER, Ga., Aug. 23.— 
Here in the county which is the part- 
time home of President Roosevelt, the 
nation’s leading exponent of lower 
taxes, Governor Eugene Talmadge to- 
day pledged himself to veto any meas- 
ure adopted by the legislature which 
calls for as much as one penny's in- 
crease in taxes, 

The governor stoutly defended John 
E. Whitley, head of the Whitley Con- 
struction Company, of LaGrange, 
from the attacks of his adversaries. 

“The opposition to me is trying to 
make a goat out of John Whitley be- 
cause he is my friend,” the governor 
said. “The peopie who are trying to 
get me to make the highway depart- 
ment set up a minimum wage scale of 
40 cents an hour for negro laborers 
really do not want that scale in ef- 
fect. They just want to embarrass me 
and they are after John Whitley just 


because he is my friend. 
“The 40 cents an hour scale not 


'only has not been set up by the high- 


day department but it never will be 
as long as I am governor, I do not 
believe in using state tax money to 
pay negro laborers 44 cents an hour 
when the good white men and women 
working in the field alongside the 
road can hardly make 40 cents a day. 
1 doubt if the average person in this 
erowd today can make anywhere near 
40 cents an hour, as much, as we all 
would like to see them make it.” 

Hailed by a large crowd from nearly 
a score of counties near or bordering 
on the Alabama line, the chief execu- 
tive in his first campaign speech in 
west Georgia also promised to keep 
utility tates at a low level in con:

ST. PAUL, Aug. 23.--(4)—Homer 
Van Meter, one of the craftiest lieu- 
tenants:of slain John Dillinger’s band 
of arch criminals, died as he lived 
tonight, with a sneer on his lips and 
a gun in his hand. 

His trigger finger was a split sec- 
ond slow and the biazing fire from 
a police machine gun felled him as 
he fled down an alley. 

The slaying climaxed an unrelent- 
ing two weeks’ search for Van Meter, 
who was 35 years old, after police had 
been tipped he was again in his old 
haunts here. He was siain less than 
six weeks after the federal govern- 
ment placed a $5,000 bounty upon 
him. 

Van Meter died as did his late 
from bullets fired by the 
law; however, unlike Dillinger, Van 
Meter puiled his pistol to fire two 
shots at his pursuers. They were 
Chief of Police Frank Cullen, new su- 
pervisor of police; Tom Brown, head 
of the Bertillon department, and De- 
tectives Jess Dietrich and “ Thomas 
McMahon. 

Flees for Life. 

Both shots went wild and Van 
Meter fled for his life. Brown, squeez- 
ing the trigger of the machine gun, 
saw the gunman fall after a short 
chase. Chief Cullen in the meantime 
was forced to desist in his firing to 
avoid hitting a woman. 

Van Meter’s body was perforated 
with about 50 slugs after he had scut- 
tled from a street intersection not far 
from the downtown district when or- 
dered to halt by the police officers 
who recognized him as they were 
cruising in a squad car. 

Chiet Cullen said authorities had 
been “trailing” Van Meter night and 
day for two weeks, intimating the fu- 
gitive had been going and coming from 
his hideaway here- during that time.

In his pockets’ was found $923 iu 
cash. mostly in 10 and 20-dollar bills. 
In his head, heart, hands, abdomen, 
legs and back were bullets. 

Found with the money was an extra 
clip of cartridges for his automatic 
and an Illinois motor vehicle license 
registration card-.issued to a “Henry 
Adams.” 

It was the seventeenth killing in 
connection with the hunt for Dillinger 
and his gang, ineluding members of 
the mob.

Aviation Committee Chief 
Lauds England for Its 
Administrative Methods 
for Air Supervision. 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—(/)—Clark 
Howell, publisher of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution and chairman of President 
Rooserelt’s aviation commission, said 
here today he believes the danger of 
war in Europe “definitely has passed.” 

The Atlanta publisher based his | 
opinion on surveys he has made dur- 
ing his swing through Europe study- 
ing developments in European avia- 
tion. 


Mr. Howell asserted his visits to 
Italy, France and Britain and the de- 
tailed reports he received from coun- 
tries he has not visited “show plainly | 
that no war will break out in the 
near future,” 

“Either these countries don’t want | 
war or else they're not in position to 
fight,” Mr. Howell added. “So let's | 
forget all this war talk, now that the | 


German and Austrian situations have 
quieted.” 

Mr. Howell, here studying Britain's 
administrative methods for supervi- 
sion of aviation, had words of praise 
for the British system. | 

“This country,” he said, “laid down 
a definite plan in 19158, and has ad. | 
hered to it since. 

“T am greatly impressed by the_ 
methods as explained to me during my 
all-day conversations with air minis- | 
try officials.” 

The American visitor tomorrow will | 

fill out his picture of British aviation | 
when he flies to the country home of | 
Sir Philip Sassoon, under-secretary of 
state for air, to have luncheon and 
confer with the British official in the 
absence of Lord Londonderry, minister 
of air. 
Mr. Howell also visited the United 
States embassy today, and talked with 
Ambassador Robert Bingham anid 
others present concerning aviation 
matters. 

In his interview today, Mr. Howell 
said he had gathered enough material 
to give the committee on aviation 

“at least two weeks’ hard work when 
I get back.” 

“We are going to give the presi- | 
dent a really comprehensive report | 
which we hope will furnish the Unit- | 
ed States with a plan for the future,” | 
he asserted. 

“Aviation in our country is due for | 
a tremendous boom as soon as manu- | 

| 


facturers and others interested know 
where we are heading. 

“It is President Roosevelt’s idea | 
that our committee shall serve as an | 
investigating commission to end all) 
investigations and that American | 
aviation can march ferward and on- | 
ward.” |

continve to Spain, sailing from Gibral- 
tar on the Italian steamer Rex in’ 


| time to preside over the committee's | 


sessions opening in Washington Sep- | 
tember 15,

Ten million tin cans with a ca- 
pacity of two pounds each have been 
ordered by the Georgia federal emer- 
gency relief administration, according 
to announcement Thursday from the 
office of Miss Gay RB. Shepperson, 
state administrator. They will he 
used in the é¢anning of beef cattle 
shipped from the drouth areas of the 
middle west, 

The order was placed with the 
American Can Company, which will 
ship the containers direct to the va- 
rious Georgia towns where the can- 
ning will be done. The Georgia unit 
is spending $228,698.88 for the cans, 
one of the largest single orders ever 
placed by the FERA. it was said.

GILLIAN CLAINS 
CAMPAIGN GAINS 


Candidate, at Dalton, 
Compares His Race With 
That of Nix. 


DALTON, Ga., Aug... 23.—“Abit 
Nix, of Athens, started behind in the 
race for governor two years ago, and 
he came from behind so fast that he 
outran every candidate in the race 
except Talmadge, and would have out- 
run him if the race had gone a little 
bit further,” remarked Ed Gilliam, 
one of Governor Talmadge’s two op- 
ponents. in a speech this afternoon 
in the Whitfield county court house. 

Nix’s race was similar to mine in 
several respects. First, Nix was what 
the political wise boys characterized 
as “a political unknown,” which simp- 
ly meant that the political wise boys 
didn’t know him, which did not seem 
to hurt him much, Secend, Nix con- 
ducted a campaign with very modest 
financial resources. Third, he had 
behind him no political organization. 
Fourth, his campaign was clean from 
start to finish, 

“And when they came down the 
home stretch, Mr. Nix was pushing 
Mr. Talmadge and gaining on him, and 
Mr. Talmadge was lucky that the fin- 
ish line occurred exactly where it 
did, for in another quarter Mr. Nix 
would have overhauled Mr. Talmadge 
and finished ahead of him. 

“The political wise boys have been 
saying in this campaign approximately 
the same things about Ed Gilliam as 
they said two years ago about Mr. 
Nix. They are saying Ed Gilliam is 
a ‘political unknown,’ which means 
they don’t know me, and I'm proud 
they don’t. They are simply unable to 
comprehend how any citizen of Geor- 
gia would have the temerity to run 
for governor without first going 
around and pan-handling them, which 
I did not do.

bales in 1981. : 

AAA officials have advised that the 
short crop indicated will in no way 
affect control plans now being car- 
ried out.

Benefit 
payments would be made this season 
on that portion of the crop diverted 
to oil, bringing the terms to growers 
for such peanuts used for oil to ap- 
proximately the level prevailing for 
shell goods.

BACKGROUND You may recall that anonymous pamphleteers 
and jibe-makers have had a rather important

This current campaign is hardly approaching the revolutionary 
stage, as yet, but it has the aroma of centralized conception and 
skillful execution. 

It seems to be the lighter side of a well-backed (financially) or- 
ganization of efforts against the Roosevelt reforms.

“Please call a conference to effect a reduction of naval armament. We'll 


The plam worked and America scrapped a few expensive ships, built 
Nobody else scrapped so much as a row boat. 

Thus the navies of England and America were made theoretically 
equal, with Japan a poor second. 

At a later conference, called to pacify the Japanese, it was agreed 
that Japan should increase the size of her navy without a corresponding 
increase in the navies of England and America. 

The ratio agreed upon was 5-5-3—five each for England and America 
and three for Japan. 

In effect, the Japanese say: ‘You are rich enough to ogtbuild us 
ten to one, but we must have a navy you can’t whip. Therefore we 
shall build as many ships as we can afford and you must limit your 
building to match ours.” 

Today Japan has a navy stronger than ours, for she built new 
ships to the limit of her agreement and we did not. Old ships do not 
count, for one new one can sink any number of old ones before they 
get within firing range—as England learned in the great war. 

As a new conference approaches, Japanese statesmen demand naval 
equality. In plain words they say to America: “We expect trouble 
with you and therefore you must reduce your navy to match our

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THE AMERiCAN CHAMELEON. 

Why we should be guilty of mis- 
naming so many animals is one of 
the many things 1 cannot understand, 
We know, as well as every other per- 
son that sees them, that the so-called 
American chameleon is not a_ real 
chameleon, but an iguana. It is that 
little habit of changing colors of the 
body that gives our animal its name. 
The herpetologists. have a way of 
calling this particular genus’ the 
“anoles” thereby making the generic 
name Anolissinto a convenient han- 
die for that entire section of 
family Iguanidae. 

Anolis carolinensix is a dainty ani- 


mal. Usually. and therefore, perhaps 


normally, the color of this little liz- 
ard is bright green. Seen on a brown 
log, one thinks that the animal of- 


the 


fers all that can be desired in color, 
but behold him He flashes from his 
throat a brilliant crimson dewlap er 
throat fan! If the little beast becomes 
agitated he runs a course of colors 
through greenish browns to deep 
brown, but the actual range of wifich 
he is capable is from a very light 
greenish yellow to aimust black, green 
and brown being the dominant shades. 
The erimson of the dewlap is due 
to the presence of a rich capillary 
plexus, or .'uster of small blood yves- 
sels, in the skin of the throat. It js 
an error to assert that these fellows 
can change their colors at will to 
match the color of the object on 
which they happen to be. Put them 
on a White shirt, a red dress, or a 
blue pillow, excite them, and the color 


They 
do this in respect for the very excel- 
lent and commendable habit of the 
lizard in eating e:l the available flies 
and spiders, just as Dr. Ditmars kept 
the geckos in his python cases to eat 
cockroaches.

James T. (Doc) Prothro, manager 
of the Memphis Chicks, and who prob-

Poole has taken the stump several 
times in the past, but had not struck 
at Humphries’ record heretofore. 

Senator Walter A. Sims, of the

bitter. 
To Speak Tonight. 

Key and Roy LeCraw, the third en- 
try for the mayoralty nomination, 
will take the stump tonight.

“The program outlined and which 
has the unanimous indorsement of the 
organization calls for: 


“1. Home rule. Allowing cities 
to settle for themselves strictly local 
issues. Legislatures in the past have 
actually appropriated city funds in 
some instances. We believe that is 
wrong, and think the people of the 
cities are able to run their business 
and that it is right that they should. 
They can vote their own charter 
changes. 

“2. Securing more state highway 
funds for cities. As an example, the 
city of Atlanta has paid not less than 
$3,000,000 every year as a gasoline 
tax and has not received a thin dime 
to care for highways of the state 
which the city has built and which 
it maintains as a part of the state 
highway system. We do not believe 
such things are fair and do not think 
the people of Georgia approve them. 
We want state highway roads built 
by the state even in cities and we 
want them maintained by state funds. 
Counties of Georgia have been issued 
certificates for state roads built in 
them to the amount of $25,000,000. 
Atlantans must pay one-fourth of 
that amount because it pays about 
one-fourth of the state’s revenues. 

“3. Removal of the gas tax from 
gasoline used by cities in official busi- 
ness and elimination of purchase of 
state license tags for official cars 
and trucks. 

“35. Adjudication of misdemeanor 
cases where jury trials are not de- 
manded or needed by recorders of va-

6. Clarification of the state laws 
granting free licenses to war veter- 
ans. We believe that every disabled 
veteran who is worthy should be pro- 
tected and given every consideration, 
but certain abuses have grown up 
about this question. 

unicipal Gas. 

“Mr. Murphy has attacked me for 
not establishing a municipal gas 
works. If I had been successful in 
that fight, there would have been two 
junk manufacturing plants here now 
instead of one, because natural gas 
gins Louisiana is now distributed 
ere. 

“And .he attacks me for not estab- 
lishing a city-owned power plant at 
the crematory. The people of Atlan- 
ta voted down bonds for that twice. 

“The little boy. from the country 
(referring to LeCraw), who has not 
been in Atlanta long enough to know 
what it is all about yet, says he is 
going to give you a permanent regis- 
tration list. Well, he may be able to. 
Two years ago, we tried to get it. 
The bill died in the Georgia legisla- 
ture and it will die again if that body 
does not give us home rule or pass 
it. Mr. LeCraw can’t give you that, 
because it must he sanctioned by the 
Georgia assembly. 

“Twelve years ago I campaigned 
not only Atlanta but the whole state 
to lease Muscle Shoals to Henry 
Ford to develop what is now a part 
of the TVA projects. I wanted to 
get the people cheap power then and 
I want to now. 

Power Issue. 

“More than a year ago I named a 
committee to investigate TVA power 
for Atlanta, and two members, Alder- 
man Ed A. Gilliam and Robert Cor- 
ley, of this ward, were on it. The 
committee has done some good work 
as their files show. 

“The thing we must go into care- 
fully is that there is a concern here 
with $150,000.000 tax value. That it 
paws about $500,000 a year to At- 
lanta in taxes. Do you want to junk 
that and not get taxes. I don’t. I 
want to get power as cheap as TVA 
can give it to us from that company, 
save the property and still collect the 
tax. 

“There has been enough small town 
Atlanta is a metropolitan 
city. IT have issued a blanket challenge 
for anyone to show -me one person 
who got drunk on three by two beer, 
and no one has taken me up. It can’t 
be done. Yes, I favored Sunday motion 
pictures and baseball. The people of 
Atlanta voted for them. Those who 
don’t like them should not worry 
about them. Just don’t go. 

“That crowd, which is intimidat- 
ing and browbeating their employes, 
are attempting +o capitalize on the 
fact that almost everybody has chil- 
dren. They talk about the children 
and demand more money and when it 
is not forthcoming they threaten to 
close the schools. 

“IT told them to close the schools, 
but added I’d reopen them if I had to 
do it with ecrowbars, and added that 
if they closed them, none of those who 
participated in such a scheme would 
ever came back if I could help it. 
That stopped all the talk about elos- 
ing the schools. I was a member of 
the school board of 12 years. I know 
school problems, but I never heard of 
testing and guidance or visual educa- 
tion and I don't think they need a 
department of psychiatry.” 

Murphy Raps Chief. 

“Vice and crime are still rampant 
in Atlanta and all because a man 
named chief who is a politician in- 
stead of a police officer,” Murphy as- 
serted. “If I am elected mayor, I'll 
clean up the police department, put 
a man there who has the confidence of 
the public and of the’department and 
will clean up the town. Most of the 
men of the department are doing 
their duty as far as they are able to 
do so and to the extent that they are 
allowed to do it. 

“Atlanta, however, is honeycombed 
with dens of vice and bootleg joints. 
It should he made a safe place in 
which you may rear your children 
without’ having them subjected to 
all kinds of crime. I propose to do 
just that. 

“This TVA power move seems to 
have alarmed several persons. At- 
lantans ean get it, if they convince 
federal authorities that they really 
want it. There ia no secret about if. 
They told us that when the power is 
available and if we want it, they 
are ready to bring it to us. 

“The council has acted to get first- 
hand information for the citizens of 
this city. That information will be 
ready within the next few weeks, if 
plans are consummated. The time 
to act is now. This is not political 
matter in so far as I am concerned, 
but it would be a blessing to thou- 
sands of citizens, would help those 
who are now struggling to make ends 
meet and would reduce the aggre- 
gate power costs of citizens of this 
community nearly $3,000,000 a year. 

“Tt ought to be given careful con- 
sideration and painstaking study. 
That is what I propose. Neither of 
mr opponents are interested in bring- 
ing that power with its attendant ad- 
vantage to you. 

“The schools of Atlanta are sacred 
to the poor people. They insure an 
education which will give every boy 
no matter how poor the 
parents are, a chance in life. 

“They have been made a political 
football long enough. Mayor Key has 
attacked them because he cannot con- 
trol them. He has charged that in- 
timidation is being practiced by ad- 
ministration officials and board mem- 
bers. 

Fight for Existence. : 

“T tell you the schools of the city 
are engaged in a fight for their very 
existence. Mr. Key is venting his 
venom on them because he has not 
been able to make them bow to him 
as he has other departments. — 

“Intimidation is rampant in the 
city hall.
